Freckles were scarce among the 
young ladies before the turn of the 
century, because in Harrisburg you 
could get Hallock’s Anti-Freckle 
etraight from the feed box. 
It was manufactured by William 
Penn Hallock, Harrisburg druggist, 
and when the 1898 story was writ­ 
ten he had been in business here 
lor 35 years. 
"Four years ago,” the article 
•tated, “Mr. Hallock introduced and 
began the manufacture of Hallock's 
anti-freckle, a facial remedy that 
within a short time popularized it­ 
self the state throughout. . . 
Its 
growth considering the limited ad­ 
vertising it has had is indeed re­ 
markable. 
'T o look back over a four years 
of its business and note the fact 
that it is yet in its infancy one 
•an only conclude that the future 
will grant results of stupendous 
character. 
The mail order busi­ 
ness averages about 350 boxes per 
day, so it furnishes employment 
to quite a num ber of hands in the 
laboratory, shipping and printing 
departments.

The bodies of Pamela Jackson, 
5, and Peggy Ravel, 4, were dis­ 
covered in the 
freezer several 
hours after their disappearance by 
P am ela’s sister. Judy, 13. 
Authorities used a resuscitator 
on the little girls for more than 
an hour, but failed to revive them 
Rock Island County Coroner Leslie 
Banning ruled death due to suf­ 
focation 
Mrs. Leonaro Jackson told au­ 
thorities she had gone shopping 
and returned to find her daughter 
missing. She went to Mrs. Ravel’s 
home and together 
the women 
rounded up 
a search party of 
neighborhood mothers The search, 
lasting several hours, extended to 
nearby wooded areas. 
Officials 
said 
Judy found 
the 
two little girls’ bodies resting on 
two racks of the freezer in a crum ­ 
pled position. One of the girls had 
removed her shoes, the other her 
jacket, 
before they 
apparently 
crawled 
inside and 
closed the 
freezer. 
The freezer had been kept in a 
side room of the Jackson home 
and was not connected to wiring

WASHINGTON ftp) — Senate Re­ 
publican leader William F. Know­ 
land served notice today he would 
demand six more Senate roll calls 
on his labor reform proposals de­ 
spite the four defeats he suffered 
Friday night. 


Votes on KnowlandN and other 
labor measures were promised as 
tne Senate prepared for an un­ 
usual Saturday session on its em 
ploye pension and w allarc fund 
bill. 
Senate Democratic leader Lyn­ 
don B. Johnson hoped to complete 
action 
on 
the 
bill 
today, 
but 
Knowland doubted it eould be put 
to a final vote so soon. 
The votes Friday night 
made 
clear that Republican-led efforts 
to convert the welfare fund bill 
into broad labor reform legists 
lion were doomed. Even so, 
the 
Republicans 
thought 
they were 


putting 
the 
Democrats 
on the 
spot.

Alternate grazing aysfems help 
lo produce more milk at lower 
| coat. 
Leo Fryman, extension dairy spe­ 
cialist at 
the University of Illi­ 
nois College of Agriculture, says 
that this system insures plenty of 
succulent green grass and legumes. 
And there's a direct connection 
between the amonut of forage cows 
eat and their milk production. 
Divide your pastures into fields 
the si vt your heard will graze off 
in about a week. Fryman suggests. 
Forage yields can be as much as 
15 to 25 per cent higher in alter­ 
nate grazing systems than in con-

Peach blossom time arrived in 
Southern Illinois this week, cover­ 
ing commercial orchard areas with 
varied shades of pink, depending 
on the variety of peach trees. 
This 
event 
means 
different 
things to various persons. 
Most 
people enjoy their beauty from the 
standpoint of sightseers 
The or­ 
chardists see the blossoms primar­ 
ily as harbingers of a good crop 
of fruit which they hope to har­ 
vest profitably later in the sum­ 
mer. 
For plant breeders, such as Jim 
Mowry, superintendent of the Illi­ 
nois Horticultural Experiment Sta­ 
tion at Southern Illinois University 
the occasion means an opportun­ 
ity to advance the tedious work 
of developing new and improved 
varieties of peaches. (The station is 
a joint project of SIU and the Uni­ 
versity of Illinois.) 
One of the steps in developing 
a new variety is the mating of one 
variety 
having 
certain 
desirable 
characteristics, such as fruit col­ 
or, with another which has anoth­ 
er wanted attribute, such as fruit 


I flavor or date of maturity, in the 
hope of obtaining a new strain 
which 
will bear fruit containing 
some of the characteristics of both 
i varieties. 


When 
blossoming 
time 
comes, 
Mowry and his helpers are "busy 
as bees” doing a job of controlled 
pollination 
that bees cannot do, 
because bees are not much con­ 
cerned with peach tree varieties. 


For the sightseers’ enjoyment it 
is desirable to know that the peach 
variety means differences in color­ 
ness. 
The Elberta varieties, com­ 
prising about thiee-fourths of the 
acreage in Illinois peach orchards,

some of the earlier varieties be­ 
cause the petals are smaller.

TEXT: 
“ He 
saved 
them for His name's sake, that 
He might make His mighty plower 
to be known.’’ (Psalm (106:8) 
INTRODUCTION—Pharoah 
was 
not unlike many people today in 
some respects. 
He held onto the 
very 
thing that was destroying 
himself. 
There are many people 
today who know that the thing 
they are doing is ruining their 
health, 
influence, 
business, 
or 
home; and yet. they hold onto that 
thing. 
Pharoah persecuted the Children 
of Israel severely in an attem pt 
to destroy them while they were 
his slaves. 
He soon saw that this 
was a hopeless task. Yet, he would 
not let them go. 
God sent ten terrible plagues 
upon Egypt in an attempt to make 
Pharoah see that he must let them 
go. 
Pharoah’s heart was harden­ 
ed more with each plague. 
Not 
only did he suffer, but all the peo­ 
ple in Egypt had to suffer as a 
result of Pharoah’s sin. 
Is it not 
always 
thus? 
One 
never 
sins 
against God and suffers for it 
alone. 
He always causes others 
to suffer, also. 
I 
GODS ENEMIES CONDEMN­ 
ED (Ex. 11:1) 
Nine terrible plagues had 
al­ 
ready been sent upon Egypt at the 
time of this scripture. 
Because 
Pharoah and the people of Egypt 
had continued to prove themselves 
to be enemies of God, they were to 
be visited by one more plague. 
The death angel would visit their 
land. 


The first born of all the families 
in Egypt were to die at midnight. 
This wa* to take place in every 
household from the king’s palace 
down to the most lowly hut in the 
land. 
Remember, God is no re­ 
specter of persons. 
What an awful cry went up from 
every home after midnight that 
night! 
It was an awful judgment, 
but it w as the only thing left that 
God could do to get the stubborn 
Pharoah to do His will. 
Some­ 
times people today make it hard 
upon themselves and their loved 
ones by refusing to do God’s will. 
God still permits even tragedy to 
enter a home, if that is ail He 


can do to bring people to their 
senses, 
II GOD S PEOPLE PROTECTED 
(Ex. 12:23 28) 
The people of Israel were subject 
to the loving protection of God 
The sam e is true today. God made 
provision for His people in the 
land of Egypt. 
When the death 
angel passed 
over at midnight, the children of 
Israel were protected by the blood 
of sacrificial lambs. 
Each family 
was instructed to slay a lamb and 
sprinkle its blood on the doorposts 
of the home. 
God said: “ When 
I see the blood, I will pass over 
you.” 
Tha Jewish people all over the 
world today still observe the Feast 
of the Passover. 
That is, those 
who do not yet recognize Christ 
as the Savior, still observe this 
Feast. 
Christians 
believe 
that 
Christ became the sacrificial Lamb 
of God and forever did away with 
the necessity of slaying animals 
for blood offerings. 
The Children of Israel were soon 
confronted with 
another 
crisis. 
They were sent out of the Land 
of Egypt after the passing over 
of the death angel. 
Now, they 
were faced with the Red Sea be­ 
fore them 
and 
Pharoah's arm y 
behind them. 
What were they to 
do? 


Again God protected His peo­ 
ple. 
He opened up the Red Sea 
and let the people of Israel cross 
dry shod. 
When the army of Pha­ 
roah attempted to follow, God let 
go the waterr, and Pharoah’s arm y 
was drowned. 


CONCLUSION — We are so im ­ 
patient. 
We want everything to 
happen right now. We do not want 
to wait. God sometimes does work 
as fast as we want Him to work. 
The Children of Israel waited a 
long time before God delivered 
them 
from 
bondage. 
However, 
God did not forsake nor leave them 
alone. 
His lovt was ever present 
Pharoah with all his might and 
power could not destroy them 
Today the same God is on His 
throne, and He is watching over 
all His people 
lf you are a Chris­ 
tian, you may be certain that God 
is watching over and protecting 
you.
